FUNDAMENTALS. [From Le Corbusier, 1938-1946, Les Editions d’Architecture Erlenbach- 
Zurich.] Reality means man-power, available building materials, time and money . . . Facts 
to which the academic solutions can no longer be applied, facts which demand new ideas of the architect 
and the town-planner. To create anew, it is necessary to start afresh, not in a negative way, but to 
ask: ‘‘ What is it all about?” And so we find ourselves faced with the difficulty of how to house 
human beings. What manner of men are these? What are their customs and habits? How do 
they live? Singly, in couples, in families, or in a community ? What sort of work are they doing ? 
How do they divide the hours of their day, the days of the year? What is the aim of their existence ? 
What kind of recreation and what ideals have they? It is obvious that these practical questions must 
be answered and thus the architect’s profession becomes very much that of a social worker : all the

In the course of his judgment his Lordship 
dealt with the nature of the consultation be- 
tween the Minister and the local authorities 
concerned, which the Act prescribed was to 
take place before an order was made, and 
said that the alleged failure of the Minister 
to hold the necessary consultations was one 
of the principal grounds on which the 
orders made were attacked. His Lordship 
pointed out that Parliament had enacted 
that it was for the Minister to decide which 
were the local authorities concerned with 
whom it was his duty to consult. As to the 
meaning of “consultation,” the word was 
one in general use and was well understood, 
and no useful purpose would be served by 
formulating words of definition, nor would it 
be proper to lay down the manner in which 
a consultation must take place. If a com- 
plaint was made that there had been a 
failure to consult, it was for the Court to 
examine all the facts and circumstances of 
the particular case and decide whether a 
consultation was in fact held. In both the 
cases before him he found that there had 
been no failure by the Minister to consult 
with the local authorities concerned. As to 
the time when the consultation should take 
place, there was no warrant in the Act for 
submitting that it must be held between the 
date of the passing of the Act and the pre- 
paration of the draft order.

A BUILDING ENQUIRY? I. 


HERE is not much complacency nowadays, ‘in any 
quarters, circles, rings, groups or cabals concerned 
with the building industry. In Parliament, the Con- 

servatives are calling for an early debate on housing. In 
Scotland, Mr. Tom Johnston is hoping to see housing taken 
“completely outside the orbit and strife of politics.” Mr. 
Bevan, it is true, struck, for him, a rather optimistic note at 
Coventry, in claiming to have advanced more than halfway 
towards the housing target. But as Dr. Dalton said (in 
Manchester), houses are certainly not going up as fast as 
some of us would have wished, owing to “ slowness of action, 
insufficiency of materials and so on.” Mr. Key has spoken 
of a timber and fuel shortage next winter, and Mr. Herbert 
Morrision has emphasized that the shortage of transport may 
seriously affect the building programme in the next six months. 
Meanwhile, the wages structure of the industry is under further 
discussion. Early in July, Mr. Coppock made an important 
statement at Luton, saying that negotiations would be opened 
immediately through the Government, and conceding, for the 
first time, that a change in the structure of the industry so far 
as wages were concerned, might be involved. Payment by 
results slips coyly in-and out of the Hansard reports of Mr. 
Isaacs’ speeches, and the even more mysterious pronounce- 
ments of Mr. Deakin. 

Amid this conflict of voices, it is not surprising that there should 
be a growing demand for a public enquiry into the building 
industry. Building policy seems to have been under discus- 
sion, at long range, between the leaders of industry and 
government, from one provincial centre to another ; this 
almost looks like preliminary sparring before a more serious 
attempt to get to grips with the problem. And what more 
appropriate medium than the public enquiry, working party, 
or royal commission ? In a democracy, this always appears a 
constitutionally sound first step towards a new policy. 
Precisely such an enquiry was asked for last month in a resolu- 
tion passed at its Scarborough conference by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives ; an echo, personi- 
fied by The Times’ leader-writer, answered accordingly. Other 
contemporaries seem bemusedly attracted by this idea of 
“ finding out the facts,” and really seem to suppose, after all 
the experience of the last five years, that a committee of 
enquiry would obtain its results quickly. The long delays 
between setting up a committee, taking voluminous evidence 
—and voluminous evidence cannot be avoided in so com- 
plicated an industry as building, with so many employers of 
widely differing experiences and points of view—can only too 
easily be foreseen. 

In principle, no doubt, a strong case can be made for an 
enquiry into the building industry. A fascinating agenda 
could be drawn up. For instance, it would be interesting to 
have an answer to such important questions as ‘‘ What is the 
most efficient size of a building firm?” ‘‘ By how much have 
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housing costs risen since before the war ? ’’, ““ What changes in 
the productivity of labour have occurred ?”’, “‘ How far is it 


possible -to stimulate output 


by incentives’ payments ?”’, 


** Why are building materials not expanding more rapidly, 
and is it possible to produce them more cheaply ? ” 
None of these wide, and controversial, topics would be left 


out of account by a committee of enquiry. 
the sensitive topic of incentives payments ; 


It must touch on 
it must deal with 


materials supply and distribution (or call for detailed results 
on this subject from the existing committee on materials) ; it 
must study the structure and size of firms, and evolve a policy 
on this subject. The danger does not lie in any lack of 
subject-matter to which the committee could base its enquiries.

A PLEASANT LITTLE TOWN 

Most people just through 
Gothenburg on their way to Stock- 
holm. But they should stay a day or 
two, says one of Astragal’s secret 
service minions, now on assignment 
in Sweden, for this second town 
of Sweden and its largest port, which 
the many local Anglophils call Little 
London, has a charm all its own. It 
is true that a great many of its build- 
ings look as though they were designed 
by an Edwardian confectioner, but it 
possesses homogeneity. The canals 
which thread through the town and the 
many trees and public gardens give it 
great character. The canals provide a 
slightly Dutch “staimning,” and, in- 
deed, Dutch settlers had a lot to do 
with its layout when it was founded in 
the seventeenth century as a com- 
mercial centre. 


To someone -arriving straight from 
English austerity the gay bustle of this 
maritime town, with its busy dockland, 
its broad avenues crossed by narrow 
shopping streets, the shops themselves 
bursting with bright new goods from 
abroad (the last of the imported 
stocks?), the many neat konditori with 
their rich pastries and climbing plants, 
the fresh paint, bright dresses, sleek 
American cars and handsome light- 
operetta policemen, are like a pleasant 
dream from which one will soon awake 
to the reality of queues, and dirty 
stucco, and more news of ration cuts. 


* 


There is a lot of new housing being 
built on the outskirts of the town, 
mostly rather monotonous, colour- 
washed blocks and_ two - family 
houses. An interesting development 
is at Guldheden, where the first 
comprehensive neighbourhood unit 
is taking shape. Many of its com- 
munal buildings await completion, for 
Sweden, too, has a _ big building 
problem, with its suddenly and rapidly 
increasing population and its depend- 
ence on world economy. There is a 
bad shortage of building materials, so 
that emphasis is on housing. It is a 
significant comment on the general 
feeling, which exists even here, that 
all new flat buildings must now con- 
tain air-raid shelters in their base- 
ments—now used, permanently it is 
hoped, as cycle and pram stores. 
Private house building is strictly 
“rationed,” and only prefab. timber 
houses may now be built by private 
owners, who -must not employ more 
than three men on their erection.

limited that Gothenburg town council 
has just erected a prefabricated tempo- 
rary hotel for tourists in one of its open 
spaces—an enterprising venture which 
English town councils might consider 
if they are intending to encourage 
visitors. Two large, permanent hotels 
will be built as soon as possible. One 
of these is the result of a competition 
won by a Gothenburg architect, Nils 
Einar Eriksson—a very competent 
design. 
Yes, it should add another amenity 
to this pleasant little town, concludes 
our agent, expanding contentedly. No 
doubt he has just concluded a highly 
nourishing meal excellent 
restaurant of the horticultural society’s 
little park, where the ghosts of rich and 
festive Edwardian merchants still 
linger to listen to the band. “A town 
just large enough to be able to walk 


out of in a morning,” he writes, - 


“when your £75 are running low and 
you can’t stand the tantalizing tempta- 
tions of shop gazing any longer.”

They have discovered their 
national heritage — the aboriginal 
dictionary of shapes and patterns—on 
bark shields and cave walls.

Gropius. The first 1947 issue of Plan 
is fatter than usual, despite what is 
editorially described as “an unfortu- 
nate accident,” and contains a sym- 
posium of foreign students’ news, while 
Contact, the newsletter of the Leicester 
School of Architecture, makes the 
sensible suggestion to the canteen com- 
mittee that in future lipstick should be 
removed from cups by washing instead 
of by the present method of chipping it 
away.

From Mr, E. R. Lloyd to the Architects’ 
Registration Council:— 

The following Registration Concessions 
to apply to ex-Service Architectural Assist- 
ants only. 

2. The qualifying period for Registration 
to include all experience gained while serv- 
ing as or with a practising Architect during 
any seven year period up to five years after 
the certified date of demobilisation. 

3. Such period to be unbroken except for 
War Service. 

4. All such applications to have the 
support of two Qualified or Registered 
Architects. 

May we impress on the ARCUK the fact 

that we are not, as has been suggested by 
some readers of The Architects’ Journal, 
“expecting a degree for services rendered,” 
but are trying to find some means of equal- 
ising the handicap imposed on Architectural 
Assistants by War Service. 
‘All Architectural Assistants who have 
served with HM Forces have lost a great 
deal of valuable studying time, and without 
such loss it is certain that there would be a 
great many more names on the list of 
Qualified Architects. 

The realisation that, in settling down to 
civilian life under present restrictions, the 
Architectural Assistant has also to recom- 
mence his studies and qualify before he can 
even get as far as the office door, behind 
which rests a remunerative appointment, is 
indeed a grim prospect. 

One further point comes under the head- 
ing of “ Competitions and the Un-Registered 
Architectural Assistant.” 

Many of us, although capable of sub- 
mitting schemes for competitions of a 
standard that would be no disgrace to the 
architectural profession, are unable to do 
so because the organisers of most com- 
petitions state “this competition is open to 
Architects of the UK, etc., etc.”—the only 
way open to us is to submit our designs in 
the name of a Registered Architect, and, in 
this case, should our designs be placed, the 
credit goes to the Architect through whom 
we have submitted our drawings. 

It is our opinion that if encouragement 
were given on the liries suggested in this 
letter there would be far more desire to 
qualify than is at present noticeable.

It is a long journey in time and space from 
a west-end restaurant to St. Sophia at Istanbul. 
Mr. James E. Williams, who has made these 
mosaics, has also made the journey. He has 
just left this country to assist Prof. Thomas 
Whittemore of the Byzantine Institute of 
America in the restoration of the mosaics at 
St. Sophia. This work, encouraged by the 
Turkish Republic’s first President, Gayi Musta- 
pha Kemal, has continued since 1932. 
The mosaics illustrated are made with pottery, 
marble and glass with a cement which is a 
mixture of white of egg, powdered lime, powdered 
marble dust, and silver sand. The illustrations 
show: tcp left, the placing of the tesserae; 
right, panel in glass mosaic and ceramic tessere; 
bottom, left, decorative panel for a restaurant in 
pottery. The surface of each tesseree is convex 
and polished, so that the panel reflects any light. 
This makes the material particularly suitable 
for the decoration of a wall that is not well 
lighted, and therefore not suitable for painted 
decoration. 


Should the ARCUK consider our sug- 
gestions merit discussion, we should be 
pleased to hear your views.

The reply of the ARCUK to Mr. Lloyd: — 
July 2, 1947. 


Dear Sir,—Your letter of February 25 
has been considered by my Council, who 
have been advised in this matter by the 
statutory Admission Committee set up under 
Section 5 of the Architects’ Registration 
Act, 1931. The Council desire me to point 
out that Regylation 26(2) relating to appli- 
cations from architectural assistants was 
issued for the benefit of those who had 
acquired such a standard of training and 
experience at the time .the 1938 Act was 
passed (July 29, 1938), as would reasonably 
entitle them to set up in practice as archi- 
tects, and without such a provision many 
persons would have been deprived by the 
provisions of the Act from doing so. 

It must be obvious therefore that the sug- 
gestion in your letter that the necessary 
seven years’ training required by Regulation 
26(2) might be completed after demobilisa- 
tion could not be supported. The vested in- 
terests of assistants which existed at the time 


the 1938 Act was passed have been fully 
met by Regulation 26(2) as it stands. 
Assistants whose training has been in- 
terrupted by the war should avail them- 
selves of financial grants under the Govern- 
ment’s Further Education and Training 
Scheme.

My Council welcome the proposal that a 
competition should be held under the 
RIBA regulations governing the promo- 
tion and conduct of architectural compe- 
titions. It was felt however that the recom- 
mendation that the new Cathedral should be

While it is appreciated that the new build- 
ings should be related to the old so as to 
achieve a fine architectural composition, 
my Council feel that in view of the great 
conflict of opinion expressed in evidence 
before the Commission it would be in the 
general interest in this case not to impose 
any condition which might restrict the 
imagination of architects and thus imperil 
the benefit of an open competition and the 
obtainjng of the best solution of this most 
difficult problem. ; 

I am io ask that the views of my Council 
may be submitted to the Cathedral Com- 
mittee.

“* Built between the huge boulders 
of a glacier of millions of years ago, 
and in the sun-radiation which 
spends itself on the Colorado desert 
at the foothills of Mount San Jacin- 
to, is the winter home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edgar Kaufmann. The house 
is to be occupied during the last and 
first months of the year when the 
climate is less favourable about the 
owner’s eastern city apartment. 

Mr. Edgar Kaufmann has built 
and owned buildings in American 
city centres, as well as in outlying 
and isolated regions, from Lake 
Huron in Canada, to Boar Run, in 


Pennsylvania. A connoisseur of 
architects and architecture, inter- 
ested in building for use as well as 
for the wholesome and imaginative 
advancement of architecture, Mr. 
Kaufmann has been recognized by 
his chosen architects as one of the 


great clients such as the art of design © 


has needed in various periods. 
Contemporary architecture has been

this historical association, beauty 
and eesthetical satisfaction was 
doubted, if not declared an impossi- 
bility.

Ina fashion- 
able desert resort in California, 
Spanish tile roofs and sombrero- 
adorned guitar players are depended 
on to give colour to a locale which 
truly has the most subtle and impres- 
sive colour of its own—a beauty 
which, however, is overwhelmed and 
effaced by the extraneous ornament 
and visual noises which have been 
brought in and which threaten to 
crowd it out.

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Those who study architecture today, 
may well live to be called on for a 
design for a reception building in 
a moon crater when rocket ships 
start a regular traffic through space.

The house opens wide on to the 
views, for which the site was 
selected. It is closed against the 
north and its prevalent winds, and 
is articulated to provide privacy 
for the owners, their staff, and 
their guests. The house is a “ four- 
courter,” which the architect has 
conceived and elaborated in many 
studies, providing four courts, for 
the various functions of the house. 
The master suite consists of bed- 
room, two baths and a withdrawal 
room for afternoon naps, letter 
writing or undisturbed reading. 
The bathrooms have oak floors 
and walls, and luminous partitions 
giving a soft, well-distributed glow 
by concealed coils of cold cathode 
tubes. 


A gallery for pictures and drawings, 
with lighting specially designed for 
the purpose, leads to centrally 
placed social-quarters, which open 
on to an internal patio, protected 
to the south and north by a trans- 
parent and an opaque planting 
wall and to the west by adjustable 
vertical louvres behind a strip of 
lily-planted fresh water, which 
reflects the aluminium corruga- 
tions. The east opens for a view 


‘ over the boulder-strewn lawns on 


to the distant sand dunes. This 
indoor-outdoor room has radiant 
heating and cooling. The fireplace 
is of rock-faced flagstones in 
thin courses. The service wing 
consists of a spacious kitchen with 
sink, dishwasher, cooking shelves 
and staff eating bar facing the 
northerly windows overlooking a 
few citrus trees. A laundry, fully 
equipped, adjoins to the west and

a small open corridor reaches the 
private quarters of the staff. 

The guest apartments to the north 
are given the greatest possible 
privacy from the owner and from 
each other. 

Contemporary technical resources 
alone have made it possible to 
live in the desert. Mr. Neutra 
has made use of these resources so 
that living is not only possible, 
but luxurious. Insulation, warm- 
ing and cooling, lighting, furnish- 
ing and siting all combine to 
demonstrate that the architect 
can make the desert blossom. For 
the enclosing walls a sandwich 
construction is used, the outer 
skins being designed to resist 
atmospheric conditions, and the 
structural core must be able to 
resist storms and earthquakes. 
Therefore accordion double 
aluminium foil and blasted rock 
work are used for insulation, while 
embedded copper coils carry to 
all the rooms and terraces hot 
water during the cold nights, and 
ice cold water during the heat of 


the day. Heat reflecting surfaces: 


are widely used, such as satin 
finish aluminium, and aluminium 
is used on all metal parts and 
surfaces. Exterior cement walls 
have a mica-glaze finish. 

Great attention is paid by the 
architect to the detailing of his 
jobs, and on this page and the 
facing page are characteristic 
sheets from the 160 odd details 
prépared for this house. These 
sheets are classified and numbered, 
so that the contractor can see at 
once the trade to which the de- 
tail mainly applies.

Completed in December last, this 
lamp room, for the Sutton Heath 
and Lea Green Collieries, provides 
accommodation for 3,000-4,000 
hand and cap lamps. After a shift, 
the lamps are handed in on the 
charging side, where they are 
placed on charging stands. Later, 
they are transferred to the hanging 
racks ready charged to be handed 
out to the next shift on the oppo 
site side to where they were handed 
in. The shelving in the lamp room 
is cantilevered from the main walls 
and finished with terrazzo to 
permit the lamps to slide easily. 
Floor and dadoes are finished in 
quarry tiles. All concretework is 
precast.

+ Ought we to open the 
Lewis Silkin : Quah the 


training of persons as planners much more 
widely than we have done hitherto? 
Hitherto, as you know, we have selected 
our planners exclusively from three or four 
professions. Ought we to go much wider? 
Ought we to aim at producing a complete 
planner at all? Would it not be better to 
use the individual specialists under an able 
leader, and give them perhaps a short post- 
graduate course in planning to show them 
where they fit into the team? We have 
assumed hitherto that every technical person 
who enters the planning profession must go 
through a full course and try to assimilate 
every aspect of planning, but if we really 
believe in the team conception—as planning 
carried out by teams of experts under a 
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leader—can we not rather short-circuit the 
process of training? Ought we not to short- 
circuit this by taking members of different 
professions and merely give them a short 
course so that they get the planning back- 
ground, and explain where they come into 
the planning team, and the general relation- 
ship of one person with another? What 
sort of person ought we to have as Leader? 
What ought to be his qualifications? 


QUALIFICATIONS OF A PLANNING 
TEAM LEADER 


Firstly he must be an able adminis- 
trator; he must be a leader capable of get- 
ting his team to work with him, of getting 
the best out of them; and he should be of 
sufficient standing to be able to talk to his 
opposite numbers in adjoining Authorities 
and -Government Departments, and either 
persuade them or be big enough to be per- 
suaded himself and to carry his own 
Authority with him. Now the opposite num- 
bers in other departments, or even in the 
Local Authority itself, will be administrators 
as a rule and not technicians. If they are 
technicians, they are likely to be technicians 
of another profession and, in order that he 
should be able to hold his own with his 
equals, he must first and foremost be an 
administrator. 

The leader of the team must be a person 
of vision and imagination, capable of tak- 
ing a long view. He must have enough 
technical knowledge to be able to appreciate 
fully the teehnical questions involved, 

I should like to see the distinction between 
the technician and the administrator very 
much blurred. I am putting this forward 
as a serious proposition: that the leader of 
the technical team should be chosen on 
account of his administrative ability, capable 
of leading a team and getting, the best out 
of them, and it is necessary that he be a 
man of culture and wide interests, There is 
one other thing about the leader: I think it 
is a great mistake for him to have other 
duties in his Authority. I do not think that 
the best leader of the Planning team, for in- 
stance, is the Borough Engineer, the Archi- 
tect or the Surveyor. I think that in most 
cases that job is quite big enough, certainly 
in the years to come, to absorb the full-time 
services of a highly competent and efficient 
person, and it is delegating planning to a 
very minor capacity to assume that the per- 
son doing this big job in the Borough can at 
the same time be responsible for the plan- 
ning. I would rule out the Borough Engi- 
neer and the Town Clerk from leadership of 
the team. I think that theirs should each 
be a job in itself. 


CONTRIBUTION OF THE 
UNIVERSITIES 


On the question of training generally, I 
have in the past few months tried to interest 
the Universities in the task of training both 
the technicians and administrators. I believe 
the Universities have a great contribution 
to make. They can give us the scientific 
approach, the unreadiness to accept the 
gospel of planning dogma—a theory merely 
because it was stated by somebody nearly 
fifty years ago. Modern times demand new 
thought and different conceptions of plan- 
ning—such things as the size of towns and 
the size of neighbourhoods; the location of 
industry, zoning—all these are questions to 
which we should be giving consideration and 
thought, and not merely accept as proper 
planning something which was suitable or 
may have been suitable some 30 or 40 years 
ago. I hope the Universities can make that 
rapid contribution. I think they can help 
in the provision of people who will come 
into the planning profession with the scepti- 
cal and scientific frame of mind. I think 
the Universities can also play a big part in 
providing facilities for research which are 
becoming of increasing importance. I am 


very much concerned with questions of re- 
searcn. 


NEED FOR BALANCED 
COMMUNITIES 

One of the things which we are seeking to 
achieve in our New Towns, indeed I believe 
the New Towns will fail unless we do achieve 
it, is to get those “ balanced communities.” 
Now we can talk about “balanced com- 
munities’ and “mixed development,” but 
I am sure we have not yet given sufficient 
thought to what we mean by a balanced 
community and mixed development. We do 
not achieve it just by building a number of 
houses available to people of higher in- 
comes; we do not get anything merely by 
proximity; what we want to achieve is that 
people actually mix with each other and 
exchange ideas, each learning something 
from the other. To achieve that in our New 
Towns or in our re-developed old towns, re- 
search is the answer. 

Similarly on questions of location of in- 
dustry. We say glibly, but possibly without 
a scientific basis, that industry will not go 
more than 25 miles from London, 10 or 12 
miles from Leeds or 15 miles from Man- 
chester. Are these statements true? What 
are the foundations for them? What inves- 
tigation has been made to verify whether 
they are true or not? I suggest very little. 
There is a danger of accepting them without 
a great deal of research into all the reasons 
to give us the proper basis for planning. 
And here again Universities can make a 
great contribution, and I want to appeal to 
them to come to our help and give us this 
contribution at the earliest possible moment. 


THE PLACE OF THE PLANNING 
CONSULTANT 

In view of what I have said, is there a place 
for the Planning Consultant in the future? I 
think there is. I see no reason at all why 
consultants and firms of consultants should 
not continue to play a full part in future as 
they have done in the past. 

Some County Borough Councils may em- 
ploy them to work along with their own 
permanent officials on their Development 
Plan. Some may employ them either to 
work with their permanent officials on the 
plan for the county as a whole, or to work on 
some particular part of the area (e.g., a 
town of special architectural importance or 
one due for early expansion or redevelop- 
ment) within the general framework of the 
County Development Plan. In cases where 
Consultants are already at work before the 
Appointed Day, the County Council will pre- 
sumably take them over; but there are also 
likely to be new contracts entered into after 
the Appointed Day. Some County Councils, 
Joint Boards or County Borough Councils 
may employ Consultants who specialize in 
survey work or in landscaping. There may 
also be other specialized Consultants who 
may be brought in from time to time. 
County District Councils may employ, in 
particular, Consultants who specialize in 
civic design to assist them in carrying out 
development and redevelopment within the 
structure of the County Development Plan. 
The Minister, or a Joint Advisory Commit- 
tee, or other groups of authorities, might em- 
ploy them for a regional or large-scale plan. 
In most areas of this kind plans are already 
prepared or in course of preparation, but, of 
course, major economic changes might take 
place in the future which would necessitate 
other such investigations. 

I attach considerable importance to en- 
suring that Consultants are used to capacity, 
because the great problem in planning for, at 
any-rate, some years to come, is going to be 
the shortage of qualified and experienced 
men and women; and the employment of 
Consultants—sometimes for short periods 
on particular problems—will mean that their 
special knowledge and qualifications are 
given wide scope.

Reconstruction work in Spain is directed 
by the Devastated Areas Department of the 
Ministry of Interior, set up in 1938, and 
financed with the help of the National 
Reconstruction Credit Institute, created in 
1939. This Institute grants all affected 
persons the right to apply for long-term 
loans at a.low rate of interest. Loans are 
classified as urban, agricultural, and indus- 
trial loans, with jnterest varying between 
1 and 3 per cent. over a period of 30 years. 
An Orde? ¢ssued in 1938 prevents all re- 
building unless it is authorized by the Pro- 
vincial Reconstruction Committee. Author- 
ization is granted only if the proposed scheme 
complies with the approved local town plan- 
ning scheme. The problems of rebuilding 
mortgaged property are regulated by a law 
passed in 1939 which stipulates that the 
cost of reconstruction is to be divided be- 
tween the landlord and the mortgagees in 
proportion to the value of damaged property 
held by each one. Another law, the Adop- 
tion Law of 1939, provides for the adoption 
of exceptionally badly devastated localities 
by the entire nation for the purpose of re- 
establishing all public buildings and services 
as well as religious institutions. Still another 
order gives facilities to councils to effect 
expropriations in certain districts where the 
need for reconstruction offers an oppor- 
tunity to introduce improvements. 

Other jaspects dealt with in the report 
include the recruiting and housing of build- 
ing labour; the provision of materials and

The airport system is fully examined from 
the point of view of land use, road access 
and manceuvring space. A summary of the 
ultimate functions of secondary airports- 
within the regional airport plan has been 
worked out together with an estimate of ten 
years’ regional expansion in regard to pri- 
vate flying. Several maps illustrate the pro- 
posed regional airport system showing turn- 
ing areas and functional transport classifica- 
tion; location and classification of existing 
airports; the airport plan in relation to land 
use, to steep slopes, to private plane poten- 
tial in 1955, and to principal communities;

A Multi-Storey Garage for Public Parking. 
Basil Yurchenco and Eduardo Catalano. 
(Architectural Record [USA], April, 1947,

2905 REBUILDING PARTY WALL 

Q The following point has arisen in 
* connection with a rebuilding scheme 

following total demolition through bomb- 

ing. 

The property in question consists of a 
pair of semi-detached houses, but a cost of 
works payment was refused in the case of 
the one house with which we are dealing, 
and a.value payment given in its place. Our 
client wishes to rebuild this property and 
has agreed to do so at his own expense. 

The ruling has been given that this re- 
building will be regarded as a new house 
and not as the rebuilding of a war-damaged 
property, and therefore the regulations re- 
garding superficial area and cost must be 
complied with. 

The owners of the adjoining property are 
not proposing to rebuild at the present time, 
and a suggestion has been made to them 
that the party wall should be put up by our 
client at his own expense and that the half 
cost should be paid when the adjoining 
premises are rebuilt. The adjoining owner, 
however, refuses to pay any part of the cost 
of this wall. 

We should be glad to have your views on 
the following points :— 

1. Is our client entitled to rebuild this 
party wall, half of which will of course 
be on the adjoining owner's property, 
without his consent? 

2. Is the adjoining owner entitled to use 
this wall for his own rebuilding 
scheme when this comes along without 
paying our client the half cost? + 


A In view of the fact that the house in 

* which you are interested is to be 
regarded as rebuilding, if you cannot get the 
adjoining owner to come to any agreement 
with you, the only course open to you is to 
build your house within the limits of your 
own site.

PUBLIC WORKS EXHIBITION 


Although the Public Works, Roads and 
Transport Exhibition was really of more 
interest to municipal engineers and contrac- 
tors than to architects, a brief tour proved 
none the less to be quite rewarding. Stand 
design was, as one might have expected, 
almost non-existent, save for a cheerfully 
amusing (and also efficient) effort by Arcon 
for Turners Asbestos Cement Co., a more 
straightforward but attractive display for a 
joint exhibit of BRS and the Road Research 

Laboratory arranged by the Central Office of 
Information, and one or two others. 

The members of the Federation of Manu- 
facturers of Contraciors Plant were not 
officially exhibiting, but there was still quite 
a lot to be seen, notably a 13 cubic yard 
Euclid bottom dump wagon supplied to John 
Laing for their opencast coal work. Wagons 
of this type are made almost twice the size 
in the States, but this is so far about the 
largest in this country. New to me was a 
series of concrete breakers (again American), 
the largest of which will break concrete 
up to 2 ft. thick at the rate of 
something like 1,000 cubic yards a day, 
shattering the reinforcement at the same 
time, so that a mechanical digger can 
follow on with only occasional stops for 
cropping an unbroken wire every now and 
then. These are being used for removing 
unwanted aerodrome runways, and there is an 
alternative type which will strike a lateral 
blow and demolish unwanted shelters and 
static water tanks. New to the building 
industry are Lagonda of Staines, a firm 
which has for a number of years been pro- 
ducing the sort of car that most of us will 
never be able to afford. During the war

throwers, and a small Diesel pile-driver is 
the first part of their attempt to find a 
peaceful use for their wartime plant and 
brains. Easily erected in an hour or so by 
four men, it is not a heavy duty job, but it 
will drive the smaller sheet steel or concrete 
piles in lengths up io 15 or 20 feet, and 
timber up to 9 by 9 at the head. This again 
is more a contractors’ job, but it is perhaps 
useful to know that the smaller sizes of pile 
can be driven without the necessi.y for 
boilers or other heavy plant. 

Of immediate use to the architeci is 
Turners cavity decking, a lightweight dry 
construction unit suitable for flat roofing 
with widely spaced supports. Each unit of 
the deck consis s of two deep corrugations 
in the centre with flat wings on each side. 
The two sections on this page show the 
standard unit and the way in which it is 
assembled. The decking has been designed 
primarily for bearers at 8 ft. centres, but it 
is also made in 8 ft. 3 in. lengths to suit 
the proposed planning module for school 
class room units, and requires no _inter- 
mediate support. As well as providing a roof 
deck, the units are also intended to give a 
finished ceiling. They are smooth faced on 
one side, and this will be used for the 
ceiling, the other side having a rougher face 
which will take the felt or asphalte water- 
proofing membrane of the roof surface. But 
since the units are symme-.rical it is obvi- 
ously possible to reverse this arrangement if 
a rougher ceiling is thought to look more 
pleasant. 

Strength is more than adequate. With a 
weight, laid, of 9 lb. per super foot, the 
decking is designed for a safe working load 
of 40 lb., and then has a deflection of about 
one-thousandth of the 8 ft. span: complete 
collapse is not reached until the loading 
reaches about 10 times this figure. 

Supports for the decking should be at least 
4 inches wide to give a bearing of not less 
than 2 inches at each end of the unit. The 
overall width of the unit is nearly 4 feet, 
but with the top and bottom laps the effec- 
tive width is 16 inches, and in stretches 
which are not multiples of this figure the 
flat wings of the end units should be cut as 
required. As the units are laid the joints in 
the lower face can be made with nuts and 
bolts, while on the upper face self-tapping 
screws are necessary. Holes are drilled (not 
punched) on site. 

The decking is designed to be finished with 
felt or asphalte, neither material offering any 
special problems. At eaves, when the 
oversail is parallel to the length of the units, 
they can be cut in the trough of the corru- 
gation, when the roof finish sweeps down. 
If cut at the crown of the corrugation a 
wood filler should be used with a fascia. 
If the overhang runs transversely to the 
units, fixing blocks are inserted in the cavi- 
ties to receive a fascia or barge board. 
Thermal insulation, thanks to the cavities, 
is good, wth a “U” of 0.36 for the deck- 


ing with an eighth-inch covering of felt. ’ 


The manufacturers suggest that a further 
thickness of only three-eighths of an inch of 


. their asbestos spray will reduce the trans- 


mission to 0.26. Alternatively, the bolts 
used for making the bottom joints between 
units can also be used to fix timber battens 
to take any 4-ft. wide wallboard, with the 
advantage of a further air space. The bolts 
would also take any of the now common 
angles or tees used for fixing board with 
clips or wedges. 

The same units are also put forward as 
being suitable for partition walls in factories. 
No support is needed except at cill and 
head, and while the 8-foot height will prob- 
ably ‘be enough for most work, the units can 
be placed on top of each other with a 
minimum of structural support. (Turners 
Asbestos Cement Co. Ltd., Trafford Park, 
Manchester 17.) 


TECHNICAL SECTION 
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JOINING LEAD PIPE 


In an attempt to save lead the Ministry of 
Health issued a few months ago a pamphlet 
suggesting various more economical 
methods of joining lead pipe, and suggested 
both the Amalgaline and the soldered spigot 
joint. The soldered spigot joint is primarily 
intended for all the connections which have 
to be made between lead pipe and the brass 
tailpieces of fittings, and these, when you 
work it out, comprise nearly all the joints in 
the average small house. On the job the 
pipe is shaped with simple tools to provide a 
close fit for the previously tinned liner, the 
contact area between liner and pipe being 
finaliy bonded with fine grain solder. Joints 
so made are perfectly satisfactory and have 
been in use for 20 years or more. The 
amount of solder saved is considerable. The 
ordinary wiped joint for an inch pipe takes 
about a pound whereas the spigot joint needs 
something like a tenth of an ounce and the 
time taken is a good deal less. The Amal- 
galine joint has afyd been in use for a 
number of years and is more commonly 
known among plumbers as a “ run” joint. 
While i. saves a considerable percentage of 
solder, it is not so economical as the soldered 
spigot. 

The latter joint is described, and the 
method of making it fully illustrated, in a 
recent pamphlet by the Lead Industries 
Developmen: Council, who also recommend 
leadburning, particularly when the pipework 
is being carried out largely in the plumber’s 
shop. Copies of the pamphlet can be ob- 
tained from Eagle House, Jermyn Street, 
London, S.W.1.
